Economists fight on

Two professors from the 
Department of Economics halve 
charged the University ad- 
ministration with using 
“procedures that were lawless" 
by deliberately violating “the 
rules of equal treatment", and 
with the explicit “use of 
falsehood" in connection with 
the endorsement of the Senate 
of the selection committee 
responsible for the promotion 
of Economics Professor Antal 
Deutsch. ' 

The allegations are made in 
an eleven-page report released 
yesterday by professors 
Asimakopulos and Weldon,, 
both from the Department of 



Economics. The report, titled 
"The Growing Scandal of the 
New Route to Promotion" goes 
on to say that the dispute "is 
with the administration, and 
not with Professor Deutsch. It 
is about the subversion by the 
administration of normal 
procedures and is not about the 
merits of Professor Deutsch’s 
claims." 

According to the report the 
administration "acted without 
precedent" by organizing a 
selcetion committee to con- 
sider Deutsch’s promotion (see: 
Letter to the Daily) and that the 
move represents "a decision 
devoid of academic authority." 
Furthermore, the report states. 



the move is a "deliberate 
decision by the administration 
to violate the rules of equal 
trqatment" In cases of- 
promotion. 

The "use of falsehood" came 
out last May in the Senate's 
decision to endorse the 
selection committee con- 
sidering Deutsch's application. 
The report revealed how 
members in a Senate meeting 
chaired by the Principal Senate 
were permitted to vote on a 
motion based on false in- 
formation, "The Department 
had refused to accede to the 
request of the candidate 
(Deutsch) to be considered for

The legitimacy of the Viet- 
namese-backed government 
presently in power in Kam- 
puchea (Cambodia) was 
discussed Wednesday at an 
open meeting held to examine 
the events currently taking 
place in that southeast Aslan 
country. 

The Canadian Communist 
League (CCL-ML) panel that 
chaired the debate called the 
present administration, the 
Kampuchean National Front for 
National Salvation, a "puppet 
government". 

' CCL-MLer Daniele Bourassa, 
who recently returned from a 
tour of Kampuchea, said, "50 
per cent of (he people in the 
new government do not even 
have Kampuchean names." 
Bourassa, who was recently 
Interviewed In the Daily, called 
the present rulers allies of the 
Vietnamese. 

Another panel member, Paul 
K. a Kampuchean member of 
the Comité Patriote of 
Democratic Kampuchea in 
Canada, said the new premier 
Is a political unknown. He 
added that informed persons in 
Kampuchea had never heard 
the new leader's name before. 

About 50 people attended the 
CCL-ML-sponsored meeting In 
the Union Building. Many 
members of the audience 
disagreed with the assessment 
put forward by the CCL-ML. 

During the- question period 
two people argued that the 



Kampucheans supported the 
overthrow the oppressive Pol 
Pot regime. They pointed to 
widespread accounts of mass 
executions alleged to have 
occured after Pol Pot came to 
power and reasoned that these 
acts had destroyed the 
legitimacy of the government. 

Julian Sher, a CCL delegate 
who toured Kampuchea, called 
the allegations a CIA 
fabrication. He said the fivo- 
member group that visited 
Kampuchea travelled 1000 
kilometers through six 
provinces and saw no sign of 
the mass executions that have 
reportedly occured. Rather, he 
said, we "saw an entire people 
engage in building their 
country." 

During the meeting Sher 
showed- slides taken by the 
delegation in Kampuchea. 
There were several shots of 
Premier Pol Pot and foreign 
minister Teng Sary taken with 
the CCLers in Phnom Phen. - 

The delegation arrived in 
Kampuchea on December 23, 
four days before the Viet- 
' namese invasion. Sher said 
they were the last westerners to 
leave the besieged country. At 
one point during the tour, they 
were less than ten miles from 
the front and could hear the 
fighting. 

Bourassa said the Pol Pot 
government had "expected the 
attack." Preparations in an- 
ticipation of the attack had 
been -going on for some time. 



Travelling through the 
provinces, the delegation saw 
peasants hurrying to harvest 
the rice crop. Government 
officials accompanying the 
delegation said stores of arms 
and rice had been hidden in 
many of the communes in 
readiness for a protracted 
struggle. ^ 

Censorship: 




The Anal Deutsch scandal took a new turn this week as Professors 
Asimakopulos and Weldon shifted their criticisms to the matter of 
the unprecendented procedure used to promote him to a full 
professorship. In a ten-page letter, Asimakopulos and Weldon 
noted that the rather unusual procedures used in promoting 
Deutsch opened up the possibility that, in future, all promotions 
and/or appointments could be made on the basis of political rather 
than academic criteria.

NO big Joke in Poland

Visiting Political Science 
Professor Zbigniew Peiczynski 
lifted the "shroud of secrecy" 
surrounding Soviet-bloc 
systems for a group of students 
Tuesday. In a noon discussion 
sponsored by the Political 
Science Students’ Association, 
he described the extensive 
censorship imposed on the 
press by the Polish govern- 
ment. 

"We always knew the basic 
framework of censorship 
systems In Poland," Peiczynski 
said. "We knew the bones but 
now we have detajls, we know 
the meat." 

The new information Peic- 
zynski referred to is a recently 
published book that was the 
Central Censorship Office’s 
guide for censors, the "cen- 
sor’s bible." The book was 
hand copied and smuggled out 
of Poland by a former 
bureaucrat who recently 
defected to the West. 



The “censor's bible" details 
for the first time techniques of 
press censorship formerly only 
suspected. "Many of the 
restrictions were not known 
even to the journalists," 
Peiczynski said. 

Any material to be published 
in Poland must first be sub- 
mitted to the Central Cen- 
sorship Office or one of its ten 
regional offices. There, the 
censor judges the work 
following the criteria 
established by the central 
office. 

The reasons for censorship 
are many and detailed. Tran- 
slating simultaneously from the 
“bible" Peiczynski listed some 
of the prohibitions on 
published material. 

There may be not criticisms 
of heads of state with whom 
Poland has relations. No 
mention of Iran and Iran’s 
"Imperialist activity In the 
Persian Gulf" is permitted. 
(Poland has maintained friendly 



relations with the Shah.) 

Of particular interest was a 
restriction on reporting disease 
of crops destined for ex- 
portation. Mention of the 
purchase of licenses or 
technology from the West are 
forbidden. In addition, no 
journalist my criticize Soviet 
drilling equipment used in 
Polish geological explorations. 

Press coverage of many 
consumer conerns is also 
taboo. Mention of the sale of 
meat to the USSR is prohibited. 
"In Poland," Peiczynski said, 
“there is a meat shortage. 
People have to wait in long 
queues for a very limited supply 
of meat." 

• The restrictions are also 
designed to limit the coverage 
of religious issues. No criticism 
of Marxism Is allowed and the 
construction of churches is a 
forbidden topic.

Watergating at McGill 
To the Dally: 

According to the leading article 
In the McGill Reporter of 
November 29th we, along with 
Eric Kierans, have been 
reprimanded by the McGill 
Senate. Certainly the Martin 
'Committee said we have 
behaved "Inexcusably" and 
had this judgment endorsed in 
Senate. 

We say It is the ad- 
ministration that has behaved 
inexcusably and created In- 
tolerable scandal. This ad- 
ministration has called upon 
one agency of the university 
after another to create a new 
route to promotion for a single 
member of the university. 
Professor Deutsch of the 
Department -of Economics. It 
has subverted a fundamental 
rule of university life, the rule 
of equal treatment. To the 
precedent of the new route has 
now been added the precedent 
of inviting the destruction of 
documents. 

The dispute is not about the 
merits of Professor Deutsch's 
claims. These should have 
been tested by the normal 
process — Including the 
normal protections against 
unfair treatment — as has been 
In effect for Professor Deut- 
sch's colleagues. It Is in- 
cidental whether someone Is or 
is not promoted: the substance 
Is the attack by the ad- 
ministration on the principle of 
eoual treatment. 

The attack on the principle of 
equal treatment developed in 
three stages. 

Last January, at the very 
beginning of the scandal. 
Professor Deutsch asked the 
administration that it Initiate 
arrangements for a selection 
committee. Against all 
precedent the Dean of Arts, the 
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F.W. Fowler? 
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Vice-principal (Academic) and 
the Principal successively 
endorsed this grossly Irregular 
procedure, which would have 
had — and now has had — the 
effect of by-passing the 
department, making 
proceedings there a sham. 

At the end of May the ad- 
ministration moved to make Its 
decision effective. It asked 
Senate for nominations to a 
selection committee, but then 
found itself entrapped in 
falsehoods. Senate was 
allowed to -vote believing what 
was totally untrue: first, that 
the department had refused to 
considar the request for 
promotion, and second, that It 
was the department that had 
been approached for a 
statutory selection committee. 

To deal with these 
falsehoods and to prevent a fait 
accompli we distributed 
documents that had arisen 
directly from the procedural 
irregularities. Nothing was 
distributed from Professor 
Deutsch's personal files, and 
.nothing that touched on' the . 
merits of his case. As a con- 
sequence there was a search 
for a resurfaced form of the 
new route. In September 
resolutions were pressed 
through Senate that paid llp- 
servlce to a return to normalcy, 
but that were in fact, simply 
arrangements inviting com- 
plicity in a sham. The depart- 
ment was to make a recom- 
mendation about something 
already decided. Outside 
referees had already been 
canvassed. Ex-post appeal 
against the composition of the 
departmental promotions 
committee was invented. 

In the third stage, with the 
Senate resolutions In hand, the 
administration at last used the 
new route. If the department 
would offer some sort of par- 
ticipation, so much the better 
for appearances, but the 
selection committee would go 
ahead no matter what the 
participation or Its outcome. No 
part of the sham was corrected. 

. Promotion was recommended 
by the statutory selection 
•committee and confirmed at 



the beginning of December. 
Departmental candidates who 
had used normal procedure, 
and who had submitted their 
documents months earlier than 
Professor Deutsch, still wait. It 
is, of course, not the promotion 
but the procedure that con- 
demns the selection com- 
mittee. 

There remained for the ad- 
ministration the em- 
barrassment that the cir- 
culation of the documents had 
caused. The Martin Committee 
held a trial unhampered by 
evidence openly given and 
tested, and — to repeat — 
found we had behaved inex- 
cusably. It took the absolute, 
position "that the fact of 
(someone) being a candidate 
for promotion should be 
private" and that "the 
documents concern very 
personal matters and it was 
wrong to circulate them." The 
proceedings of the Martin 
Committee were as absurd as 
they were unjust. Its doctrines, 
though, are pure Watergate. 
The integrity of the academic 
process is not a private matter. 
An attack on the Integrity of 
that process is not to be 
assisted by academics whether 
by suppression of information 
or otherwise. 

When It was moved in Senate 
that ' the Secretary-General ... 
request that recipients of the 
(Martin) report destroy the 
documents which they had 
received," Professor Martin 
defended the resolution 
because it .-would be "sym- 
bolic". Professor Martin indeed ‘ 
chose his adjective well. 
Academics, though, must ask 
themselves whether there is 
anything more alien to the 
nature of a university than the 
destruction of documents. 

Promotion at McGill is now a 
political event, and will remain 
a political event until the 
scandal and those responsible 
for its existence have been 
repudiated.

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Student gets testy over secret exam

A psychology student has 
taken steps to resolve the issue 
of whether or not a student has 
the right to see his/her final 
exam. 

The issue arose when a 
professor in the Psychology 
Department told a student that 
Faculty regulations prohibited 
him from seeing his exam even 
after grades were posted. The 
student was told that he could 
formally request a reread ofhis 
exam for $10, but he still would 
not be allowed to see his exam. 

When Les Duer, the 
Associate Dean of the Faculty 
of Arts, tried to find the specific 
regulation, he found only a rule 
that said, "... students are 
reminded that it is Improper for 
them after writing an 
examination, to approach the 
examiner or to importune him, 
in any way, for special treat- 



ment or consideration in the 
marking of papers. Faculty 
requires all Instructors to 
decline-to discuss a student's 
mark with him before its official 
publication." 

"There’s a fair amount of 
misapprehension about this 
regulation in the Faculties of 
Arts and Science," said Duer. 
"Clearly the regulation does 
not prohibit students from 
seeing a final exam, but I don’t 
think It establishes a specific 
student right either." 

Duer plans to bring the Issue 
before the Committee on 
Student Affairs in early 
February and hopes to have 
something before the Faculty 
in the spring. 

"My personal opinion," he 
said, "Is that If imporjuning for 
marks Is clearly understood to 
be prohibited professors ought 
to discuss exams with any

U-Choose Is described by Its 
publishers as an independent 
source of comparative material 
on Canadian universities. 

While the major portion of 
the guide consists of 
descriptions of Canadian 
universities, U-Choose notes 
that academic life is not for 
everyone and emphasizes the 
' several alternatives available to 
graduates not entering 
university. 

The university descriptions 
treat a wide range of subjects. 
Everything from academic 
considerations to student 
‘-services and housing faculties 
is discussed. 

The section on McGill 
stressed the fact that McGill is 
an English institution in a 
French province. It said that 
"McGill is no longer the 
^unassailable bastion of WASP 
culture in Quebec" it used to be 
and has to compete with other 
Quebec universities for 
provincial funding. 

U-Choose spoke of the 
changes McGill has undergone 
.because of the increasing 
French influence. The student 
population is now 18% French: 
many practical and academic 
courses are offered in French, 
and the McGill Daily publishes 
in French once a week. 

, U-Chpose noted that the 
current political situation In 
Quebec may either attract 
students to an exciting 
province or deter them from a 
rapidly changing one.^lt pointed; 
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student who wants to." 

With Duer’s intervention, the 
student was allowed to see his 
exam, but he still felt "the 
undergraduate is caught In the 
middle of big bureaucracy." 

"If it had been another day," 
he said, "I might have just said 
‘this Is-an absurd policy’ and 
went home, but I think its Im- 
portant to get this policy 
changed in favor of the student.

when a student wants to see 
the exam itself after the grades 
have been posted, his only 
motive Is trying to improve his 
mark. We want to prevent 
students from grubbing around 
for a point here and a point 
there." 

"If a student wants to change 
a grade," he added, "he must 
go through formal University 
regulations. I think this is a very 
fair procedure."

The frequency and severity of 
sexual harassment of working 
women was discussed last 
night by Ms. Connie 
Blackhouse, -attorney for 
Alliance Against Sexual 
Coercion in Boston and co- 
author of the. book. The Secret 
Oppression: Sexual 

Harassment of Working 
Women. 

The lecture, sponsored by 
the Women’s Union and 
Students’ Society, dealt with 
the sexual harassment all 
working women face and the 
possible solutions to the 
problem. 

Ms. Blackhouse stated that 
sexual harassment began when 
women started working during 
the Industrial Revolution and 
■ now affects working women In 
all sectors of society. 

Sexual harassment, she said, 
consists of "unsolicited, un- 
welcome sexual advances 
when the harasser has 
authority over the women." 

Ms. Blackhouse offered case 
studies of. women whose jobs

Law senator to council Brad

The Iranians were arrested 
for disturbing the peace while 
protesting against the Shah of 
Iran. 

Armstrong felt the action 
was necessary because "We 
are ' concerned with the 



were jeopardized by refusing 
sexual advances of employers, 
co-workers, or clients. The 
occupations ranged from a 
waitress who described her job 
as "sexual" to a "tough-minded 
feminist" lawyer who even- 
tually suffered from a nervous 
breakdown. 

Sexual harassment, like rape, 
Is considered to be an act of 
physical aggression, not 
romantic love. "The men are 
bullies, not lovers," said 
Blackhouse. She likened sexual 
harassment to a power struggle 
in which women are in a 
"subordinate position and 
vulnerable to reprisals". 

Qne of the many myths 
surrounding sexual harassment 
is that women who object to it 
do not have a sense of humour 
and that men are merely acting 
the "way men behave and you 
have to learn to adjust to It". 

Blackhouse emphasized that 
the reprisals facing women who 
object to sexual harassment 
are severe. They are subject to 
demotion, transfers, poor 
references or dismissal. In

taken after consulting 
Quebec’s Ministry of Education 
and it is part of "the austerity 
program in the Quebec tax- 
payers’ budget." 

Dean Freedman termed the 
government’s step "a parochial 
and retrograde one since the 
amount the other provinces are 
paying to educate Quebec 
medical students Is far higher 
than what it is costing 
Quebec." Freedman added that 
post-graduate students from 
Quebec studying medicine in 
the rest of Canada number 
1,129 and that the number of 
outside-the-province Cana- 
dians studying in la Belle 
Province Is only 402. 

The Dean also rejected the 
government’s measures on the 
grounds that "it goes against 
the Canadian , tradition of no 
barriers In education. ' 



addition the tension and loss of 
self-confidence often causes 
their job performance to suffer. 

There are two common 
methods of dealing 'with the 
problem of sexual harassment: 
the legal and the personal. 

The legal method Is the most 
powerful although women are 
often deterred by lengthy court 
trials, expensive lawyers and 
the intimidating experience of 
offering evidence in court. 

According to Blackhouse, 
there are no personal solutions. 
Sexual harassment is a power 
play in which the woman holds 
none of the cards. 

Blackhouse ended her lec- 
ture by informing the audience 
of the possible societal 
solutions. The most important 
step is to enact new legislation 
that specifically deals with 
sexual harassment, she said, 
and urged women to work 
together to combat sexism in 
all areas of society. 

"Women must organize and 
work together to stop sexual 
harassment. The time for ac- 
tion is now,” she said.

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NUS protests loaded questionnaire

OTTAWA (CUP) — Some of the 
questions in a government 
questionnaire on student at- 
titudes to student aid may be 
ioaded, according to 
representatives of the Nationai 
. Union of Students (NUS). 

The questionnaire, to be 
distributed by mail to students 
accross Canada early next 
month, is designed to obtain 
student views on the student 
aid program. Eventually, it will 
be used to develop student aid 
policies for later years. 



But, according to NUS 
representative Len Taylor, 
some questions may be 
designed . to elicit specific 
answers. 

For instance, he said, one 
question reads: “Bearing in 
mind that more taxes would 
likely be' required to provide 



more government student aid, 
do you feel there should be 
more or less public funding to 
assist students in the way of 
loans or non-repayable aid?" 

"That's just saying, 'Would 
you like us to raise taxes to give 
you more money?' " 

According to NUS executive 
secretary Pat Gibson, another 
question asks students which 
kind of government aid 
program they would like, but 
does not explain some of the 
more complicated forms. 

Unless forms such as "loan 
remission" or “deferred grant'*" 
were explained, she said, "one 
will not necessarily be able to 
make an informed choice."

Another question asked 
students whether their parents 
had agreed with their choice of 
courses. Gibson questioned 



why it would be asked, and 
doubted it could be always 
answered with either yes or no. 

For instance, she asked how 
students would answer if their 
parents initially disagreed with 
their choice, but later said they 
would support it because the 
students made it. 

Canada Students Loans 
Plenary chairperson F.C. Passy, 
however, denied the 
questionnaire was loaded. 

The question of public 
funding for student aid, for 
instance, just reminds students 
"money doesn't come from 
heaven. Someone has to pay." 

"We want a reasoned an- 
swer, considering all the 
aspects, not just a restatement 
of the student union position." 

NUS has long contended that 
students should be assured of 
a guaranteed annual income 



while attending school, to 
ensure that people of all in- 
comes can attend post- 
secondary education, and that 
increases in student aid should 
come through grants, not 
loans. 

"We know what the student 
union position Is," Passy said, 
"but realistically someone has 
to pay.''

The questionnaire will be 
sent by mail to 10,000 randomly 
selected students from 30-35 
Institutions across Canada. 
Students from each kind of 
institution (university, com- 
munity college, technical 
school, or private institutions) 
in each province will be con- 
tacted. 

Some students contacted 
will be currently receiving 
student aid, Passy said, others 



will not. 

He expected 
questionnaires 
returned. 

Separate questionnaires will 
be sent to students' parents, 
and institution awards officers. 

-The government has also 
commissioned a firm to do a 
survey on general public at- 
titudes toward student aid. 

The NUS Central Committee 
will be studying the 
questionnaire when it meets at 
the beginning of February.

To the Daily: 

On Friday morning, January 19 
a demonstration took place 
outside the Montreal Municipal 
Court on ‘ Gosford Street to 
defend the 22 Iranian students 
arrested for disturbing the 
peace at an anti-Shah 
demonstration on December 6, 
1978. While the charge Is 
relatively minor the 
ramifications of a guilty verdict 
are much larger. As foreign 
students the arrested are af- 
fected by provisions of Law C- 
24. If found guilty they would 
likely be deported back to Iran. 



Once in Iran they would face 
torture and possible death at 
the hands of the Iranian secret 
police, the SAVAK. 

Given the ramifications of 
this case as a test case for the 
civil rights of immigrants and 
the first major challenge to Law 
C-24 it is heartening that so ' 
many groups (including Am- 
nesty International, ANEQ,. 
CCSNM, etc.; 16 in total) and 
individuals have rallied to the 
support of the arrested. 

However, the events of the 
Jan. 19 demonstration were a 
disheartening example of left- 
wing sectarianism. I arrived at 9 
am to discover 2 demon- 
strations, a very large on 
directly in front of the Cour-' 
thouse dominated in a large 
part by members and sup- 
’ porters of three closely linked 
' organizations, the Canadian 
Communist League (Marxlst- 
Leninist) (CCL(ML)), the Con- 
federation of Iranian Students' 
(CIS), and CAPT (a Marxist- 
Lenlnlst third vyorld solidarity 
committee). On the opposite 
side of the street a smaller 
contingent of twenty people or 
so was also demonstrating. 
This second contingent was 
made up almost entirely of 
members of En Lutte (another 
Marxist-Leninist organization) 
and . (he Confederation of 
Iranian Students (National 
Union) (CISNU). 

When I approached a 
security member from the En 
Lutte-CISNU contingent and 
asked him why the weren’t 
marching with the other con-, 
tingent he informed me that the 
security from the CIS-CAPT- 
CCL(ML) demonstration would 
not let them. 

i joined the En Lutte-CISNU 
demonstration and both 
contingents demonstrated 
peacefully for another half 
hour. At approximately 9:30 am 
the CIS-CAPT-CCL(ML) 
demonstration was moved 
across the street by the police. 
Unfortunately they felt it was 
necessary to force the En Lutte- 
CISNU demonstration off the 
sidewalk. After a heated debate 



between the secujity of both 
contingents the smaller En. ^ 
Lutte-CISNU contingent was 
integrated into the larger y 
contingent. 

For ten minutes the- - 
demonstration proceeded as 
normal. Then members of the > 
CIS-CAPT-CCL(ML) security 
began pulling members of the ‘ ‘ 
En Lutte-CISNU contingent out 
of the demonstration and in- 
structing them In no uncertain^ 
terms to get lost. 

Again En Lutte-CISNU set up * 
their own separate contingent 
and the two contingents were r 
kept separated by CIS-CAPT- 
CCL(ML) security personnel. 



Sectarianism towards other ' 
left groups only serves to in- 
crease the disunity of the" 
Québécois and Canadian left, ^ 
thus creating a series of 
inefficient propaganda w 
groupuscules rather than a 
strong left current capable of - 
responding to attacks from the 
right. This is already a* ” 
dangerous tendency in Québec. 

■ A oangeroiis side effect of ' 
this bullshit is the confusion ^ 
and outright disenchantment of 
potential left-wing people, and _ 
the loss of existing activists. 
The result is a stagnant or,- . 
shrinking left- at a time when 
the right is beginning to grow - 
and consolidate. 

In a more immediate sense ^ 
this sectarianism is even ^ 
dangerous to the cause of the ' 
22 arrested.lranlan students. , . 

Unless a strong consbiidated 
fightback can be built the - 
chances of successfully 
defending the rights of these 22 v 
comrades are minimal. 

In closing, I encourage a 
response to this criticism in^ .

system," Peiczynski stated. "It 
is an attempt to create an 
Idealized version of Polish 
society... None of the crises 
affecting workers can be 
published. In fact no national 
crisis such as an epidemic can 
be reported in the press." 

"Of course people know 
about many of the con- 
tradictions," he commented. 
"Even if the papers are for- 
bidden to report price 
escalations, when people go to 
buy something they know 
prices have gone up. Newly 
married couples know It takes 
ten years to be able to rent an 
apartment." 

Distortions of international 



news are offset by broadcasts 
from the West by such media 
as Radio Free Europe. There Is 
also a flow of Information 
caused by the Influx of tourists 
to the country and the return of 
Poles visiting abroad. As well, 
there is a dissident press in 
Poland that aims to heighten 
the awareness of the regime's 
human rights violations both in 
Poland and abroad.
